Thc lives of few men have stood 
out on the pages of the world's his- 
lory as has the life of George Wash- 
ington, not only for years ot con- 
tluuouH service, but also by reason of 
the quality of aor\'lce. 

Beginning at an early period and 
continuing through his mature years 
until almost tho close of life Uo was 
before tho public, working for the In- 
terests of his country when he might 
have been llvlnB the Ufo of a gentle- 
man on a large estate. He preferred 
retirement, but when there was work 
that needed to be dono he was ready 
to do it. While his country needed 
him ho was ready to serve It to the 
best ot his ability. 

Often 'be was not appreciated. b»il 
whether he was the hero of the mo- 
ment, or whether he was bitterly oi> 
posed, nevertheless ho kept on doing 
what he believed should he done and 
eventually convinced all factions that 
he was right. 

Training Proves Valuable 
HlB experience durlnB the war by 
which Great Brltlan won from France 
a North American empire was va u- 
able training for a moro active mili- 
tary experience during the Revo u- 
tlonarj' War. Washington was whol y 
in sympathy with the views held b> 
the American colonists respect ng 
tho tyranny of England In making 
aL a'nd voting tivxes tor Americans 
without consulting them «^ having 
an American representative i»-P^7'- 
ment. He did not, however, favor in- 
epemleuce during the period of agl- 
tat'on before actual hostilities began.

Expected Too Much Of Him 
The reason for the opposillon was 
hecauso it HOomcd that tho results 
were not what they should have been.

They wanted Washington 
to win battles when It was all he 
conid do to hung on. Those were dla- 
cournglnR days and one of tho most 
discouraging things was that Con 
gress critized the Commander-ln 
chief for not bringing tho war to a 
speedy close and ncBlocted to do Us 
part A) help out. Instead of listening 
to Washington's request for assist- 
ance, tho men far removed from mili- 
tary scenes condemned tho man who 
was trying to save the situation. 
Washington realized, as no other 
leader, tho magnitude of tho task and 
ho knew that the war could not be 
won by any half-hearted action. 

Had Congress furnlBhed the sup- 
plies requested, as It might have 
done; had It adopted, when Washing 
ton asked It to do so. a dlfferonl 
policy for soldier enlistment and 
placed tho military situation on a 
nrm baBls. the resulu demanded 
would have been realized much soon- 
er tlfan they were. The terrible win- 
ter at Valley Forge was an unneces- 
sary disgrace. There was not a lack 
of supplies in camp at that time to 
make the men uncomfortable. Moth- 
ers and sisters had been weaving 
blankets and making clothes. Sup- 
plies were piled high In places, and 
those whose duty it was to 
get them to the soldiers could 
have averted the sufferiuB. but they | 
failed to do their duty. 

Enemies of Washington deliberate- 
ly did what they could to weaken the 
army and weaken his position. A 
man who had been less a patriot or 
lacked the wisdom or patience of him 
who was nrst In military command 
would have given up his post or acted 
rashly upon tho trying clrcumalances. 
but not Washington. 

U was discovered that the enemies 
of WashlnKton had circulated mis- 
leading reports. He waa kept In his 
position and gradually It was realized 
that he knew what was best to be 
done, and from that time on. there
